DISTANCE  APART  TO  PLANT  ROSES.  Rose  gardens  are 
usually  most  effective  when  planted  in  beds  or  borders  wide  enough  to 
allow  for  at  least  three  rows  of  plants.  If  planted  in  beds  seven  feet 
wide  this  allows  for  three  rows  set  2 feet  apart.  A rose  bed  ten  feet 
long  and  seven  feet  wide  will  take  one  dozen  roses  if  planted  2 feet 
apart  each  way.  A rose  bed  twenty-five  feet  long  requires  thirty  plants. 
If  the  border  is  in  the  foreground  of  a fence,  wall  or  other  dividing  line, 
the  strongest  growing  roses  should  be  planted  in  the  back  row,  also 
climbing  roses  should  be  planted  in  the  background  about  six  feet 
apart,  and  trained  over  some  support.

Winter  Protection 

Just  before  freezing  weather  occurs,  draw  up  earth  to  a height  of 
8 to  12  inches  around  each  plant.  In  the  trenches  thus  formed,  place 
a generous  layer  of  manure,  leaves  or  compost.  In  the  spring  pull 
down  the  earth  over  this  material  which  will  furnish  food  for  the  rose 
plants  during  the  growing  season.  In  extremely  cold  sections,  it 
might  be  well  to  lay  over  the  plants  and  cover  with  earth.
